Mr,
Stanton does nol content himeell with assuming that
public conglderationg bearing upon his continuance in
oflice form us folly & role of action for himself as for
the Precident, and that npon so delicate & question ns
the fitnees of an ofticer for continuance 1o his office,
the officer is ne cnu‘:]wlv::t and as impartinl to declde
a8 his superior who Is responsiblo for his conduet ; but
he goes furiher, apd plainly Intimates what Ae means
by *‘public cousiderations of a high character ;" and
thin is nothing else than ke loss of confidence ln his
superior, He says that these public considerations
have “alone indoced me to continne at the head of
this department,” and that they “constrain me not to
resign the oMcee of Secretary of War hefore the next
meeling of Congress.”

rerponeibliity for ite occurrence. I need not remind
the Senate n?llu‘ effort made to fix that responsibilie
on the President, The charge was openly made, and
apain and agaly rerterated all throggeh the land, that
the President wns warned fn time, but refased to in-
terfere.

Ly telegrams rom the Lienlénant-Giovernor and
Attomuey-Geuersl of Lotislans, dated the 27th ant
250k of August, Iwae adsised that n body of delegutas,
elnlmiug o be a couslitutional eonventlun, wers
nboul to sesemble in Now Orleans; that the matter
wae before the Grand Jury, but that it would be tm-
porsible to execute civil process withont & rlot, and
this guestion wes ssked :—*ls the milisary to lnter-
fere to prevent process of court?”

Stunton atl bis residencae in this city, IHé took no
actlon npon it, and nether sent instructions to Gene-
ral Baird himeelf nor prosented it to me for snch in-
etructions, On the next day (Monday) the riot
occurred, I never saw this deepatch from Genoral
Daird untdl some ten days or two wueks after the
riot, when, upon my call for all the despatehes, with a
view to thelr publication, Mr, Stanton sent it to me,
Thepe facts all appear in the the testimony of Mr.
Stonton before the Judiclary Committee in the im-
peachment fuvestigation.

On the 80th, the doy of the rlol,and after it was sop-
Iurrmrrl. Genernl Balrd wrote to Mr. Stauton a long
etler, from which T make the following extracts:—

“Eir:—1 have the honor to inform yon that a very
perious riot occtirred here to-day.

uited with me, and 1 was g0 fully eonvineed that it

The despatcl of General Balrd, of the 28th, asks for
fmmediate instructions, and his letter of the 30th,
after detalling the terrible rlot which had fust hap-
pened, ends with the expression o1 regret that the in-
sirnotione which he nsked for were not sent, It 1e not
thie fanlt or the error or the omlssion of the President
thnt this military commander was lefl withon instroc-
tione: but forall omiszlons, for all errars; for all fail-
nres to inetriuet, when Instruction might have averted
this calumity, the Pyesident wan openly and persist-
atitly held responsible,

Instantly, without walting for proof, the delin-
quency of the President was heralded in every form
ot ntterance. Mr, Stanton knew then that the President
was not responsible for thin delinguency, Thoe ex-
enlpation was in his power, bt it was not given by
him to the publie, and anly to the President in obe-
dience (o a requigition for all th e despatehos,

Noe one regrela more than mysell that General
Biird's request was not brought to my notlee, Tt s
clear from his despateh and letter, thut if the Seere-
tary of War had given him proper lnstroctions, the
riot which arose on the nssemblin g of the Convention
wonld have been averted,

Thete mny be thore ready to say that 1 wonld have
given no instrnctions even I the despateh had reached
me in Ume; bot all must admitthat I onght Lo have
had the apportunity.

The iollowing s the testimony ziven by Mr. Stan.
ton Lefare the Impeachment Investigation Commitice
as tn this des .ﬂ““l —_

“¢). Referrineg o the despatel of the)28th of Inly by
Geperal Daird, I agk yon whether that despatch, on
its recelpt, was communicated?

“A. 1 received that despateh on Bonday forenoon;
1 examined iy carefully, and considered the guestion
prescnted s 1did not gee that 1 conld give any instruc-
tions different from the line of action which General
Balrd proposed, and made no answer to the despatch,

“Q). 1 see it stated this was received at 10780 I M.
Whas that the hour at which it was received by yon?

A, That is the date of it reception In the telegraph
office Saturday night; I received it on Sunday fore-
noon, at my residence. A copy of the despalch was
furnished to the President scveral days afterwards,
along with all the other despatehes and commnnics-
tions on that subject, but 1L was not furnished by me
before that time; I supposa it may have been ten or
fiflcen days alterwarde,

(), The President himeell being in eorrespondence
with those patrties npon the same subject, wonld It
not have beon proper to have advised him of the re-
rrf.ﬂnn of that despateh?™

‘A, 1know nothing about his correspondence, and
know nothing about any corvespondence except this
one despatch. We had lutelligence of the riot on
Thureday morning. The riol had taken place on
Mondsy."

It is n difficolt matter to define all the relations
which exist Letwoon tha heads of departments and
the President. The legal relstions are well enoug
defied, The Constitation places these ofiicers in the
relation of his advieers when he ealls upon them for
ndvice, The aets of Congress pgo further: take for
example, the act of 1789, creating the War Depart-
ment. Il provides that “‘there shail be a principal
officer therein, to be called the Secretary for the -
partment of War, whoe shall perform and execute such
duties as shall from time to tlme be enjolned on or In-
trusted to bim by the Pregident of the United States;"
“and furthermore, the said principal officer shall con-
duet the business of the #ald department lu such
manner a8 tho President of the United States shall,
from time to time, order and {nstrocl.”

Provigion 18 aleo made for the appointment of an
inferior oMcer by the head of the department, to be
called the Chief Clerk, “who, whenever sald prinel.
pal officer ehall be removed from office by the Presi-
dent of the United States,” shall have the charge and
castody of the books, records and papers of fhe de-
partment,

The legnl relation is analogous 1o that of trum-lpul
and agent, It is the President apon whom the Con-
stitntion devolves, ashoad of the Executive Depart-
ment, e duty to see that the lawe are falthflly exs-
euted; but, us he cannol execute them in person, he
Is allowed to wsclect hix agents, and is made re-
eponeible for their nets wil hin just Hmite, Bo com-
plete Is this presnmed del egation of anthority In the
relation of x head of de partment to the President,
that the Supreme Court of the United States have
decided that an order made by o head of department
is presumed (o be made by the President himself,

The prineipal, npon whom such responsibility s
placed for the acte of a subordinate, ought to be left
ue free 88 posalble In the matter of seleetion and of
diemisgal. To hnld him to responsibility for wn officer
beyond his control—to leave the question of the fit-
ness of such no agent to be decided him and not by
him, to allow snch & subordinate, when the President,
moved by “publie considerntions of n high charac-
tor," reguesia his reslgnation, to sssnme for himsell
an equairight to set npon his own views of “public
considerntions,” and to make his own conclnsion
mramonnt to those of the President, to ailow all this,
B b0 Yeverso the just order of administration, sand to
place the subordinate above the superior,

There are, however, other relations between the
President aud a head of dnﬁarlmcnt beyond thene de-
flued legal relntions which necemsarlly attend them
though pot expressed. Chief among these |8 I‘-llulllli
confidence, Lis relntlon 18 wo delicate thut it is
BomeLimes to aay when or how It censes. A
vingle flagrant act may énd It at once, and thon there
I no dificulty. But cénfidenes may be just os effectu-
ally destroved by a surles of causes too subtle for
demonsiration, As it ls a plant of wlow growth, so,
too, It may be slow in docay, Such has been the pro-
cenn here,

1 will not pretend to say what scts & omissions
have broken up this pelation, 'y are hardly sus-
ceptible of statement, and still less of formal proof.
